TWO youngsters having a great time down by the sea. It's hard to think of a happier scene. Look 
again, though, and you may well see something very disturbing about this happy snap. For what 
appears to be natural bubbles left by a small ocean wave are not bubbles at all - but the 
grey-coloured remnants of chunks of polystyrene that have slowly disintegrated in the salty sea and 
washed up on this otherwise beautiful sandy beach. If you were able to expand this same photograph 
to take in the rest of the beach, you'd see that the same grey muck pollutes its entire length. 

Where does this nasty oil-based pollutant come from? 

Fishing boats. In recent years Thailand's fishermen have replaced traditional materials like cork 
for use as floats to mark the position of nets with much cheaper polystyrene. Lots of it. Indeed, 
polystyrene is so cheap and plentiful, the fishermen couldn't care less if it breaks away and is 
lost to the sea. Much of it ends up on Thailand's beaches, either as blocks or in the form of that 
grey scum. Apart from the unsightly nature of this man-made material, its widespread presence in 
our oceans is extremely worrying. For it is widely believed that substances like this may contain 
harmful chemicals such as bisphenol, which has been linked to a number of ailments in humans, 
including chromosome damage and hormone disruption. 

Obviously no one is suggesting that youngsters playing on a beach polluted by decaying 
polystyrene are likely to consume infected water. The real danger lies in the potential for sea 
creatures to ingest the chemicals released over time by the polystyrene floats. And they include 
the very fish the trawlers are catching for human consumption later on. An extremely hazardous 
chain is formed, with the full effects on humans not yet fully known. However, one look at the muck 
washed up on our beaches is enough to tell you something very wrong is happening. 

The solution, of course, is to ban fishermen from using polystyrene. Such a move would 
naturally have to come from the government, which needs to act straightaway to avoid a disaster 
in the making.

At sea, we're simply plundering fish 
stocks without a thought for the future. 
An important new documentary 
called The End of the Line has highlight- 
ed the plight of one particular fish, the 
bluefin tuna, which in a few short years 
has become an endangered species 

because of rampant overfishing 

Based on a book by journalist 
Charles Clover, the film has spurred 
some restaurants to remove bluefin from 
their menus while a few slightly dotty but 
well-meaning celebrities have posed 
naked with the fish to advocate its con- 
servation. 

The solution, experts say, doesn't 
necessarily have to mean giving up 
tuna altogether. Instead, consumers 
should stick to skipjack tuna, a more 
common variety that is caught using 
a method called pole-and-line, which 


avoids accidentally netting bluefish tuna : 


and other sea life. 

The campaigning is beginning to 
work. Restaurant chain Pret a Manger, 
for instance, has pledged to switch to 
skipjack tuna later this year, and British 
grocer Marks & Spencer will phase out 
any tuna caught using nets that can 
catch other sea creatures 

It may take years for stocks to 
recover. Meanwhile, their hopefully tem- 
porary disappearance won't upset the 
oceans’ delicate food chain balance 
that ensures the survival of the sea's 
other creatures. 

Now, what about those shark fins? 
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W PAINT them, 
chew them, cut 
them and scratch with 
them, nails are something 
we mostly take for granted. 
But nails, it transpires, are also 
an important barometer of one's 
health. A woman whose nails devel- 
oped horizontal ridges from under every 
cuticle following a bout of pneumonia 
was told by a doctor that the changes 
were probably a phenomenon known 
as beau's lines, which result from a tem- 
porary disturbance in growth. 

The growth of new nail is extremely 
sensitive to a number of external factors 
such as pregnancy, the weather, age 
stress and illness. Infections like pneu- 
monia tend to inhibit growth and affect 
the formation of new nail, leaving a 
temporary deformity that moves up the 
nail as it grows. 

Other changes include spoon 
shaped nails, which may be due to iron 
deficiency, fragile, crumbling nails (thy- 
roid trouble) and dark purplish longitudi- 
nal streaks under the nail (heart trouble). 

A sudden change known as club- 
bing, in which there is loss of the natural 
angle between the nail and the cuticle, 
may indicate a serious underlying illness, 
from cirrhosis of the liver to lung cancer. 
To check for clubbing, hold your finger 
horizontally in front of you and then view 
the nail side on; it should rise slightly as 
it emerges from the cuticle and heads 
towards the fingertip.

Warning signs for many other condi- 
tions, from hepatitis to heart disease. 
may also appear in the nails, accord- 
ing to Joshua Fox, spokesman for the 
American Academy of Dermatology 
"Changes in the nails can be a sign of 


a local disease like a fungus infection or 


a sign of a systemic disease like lupus or 
anemia." 

He adds that it is possible to tell if a 
person has anemia by looking at his or 
her nails. Pale, whitish nail beds may 
indicate a low red blood cell count 
consistent with anemia. 

An iron deficiency can cause 
the nail bed to be thin and con- 
cave and have raised ridges. / 

Heart disease can turn the / 
nail beds f 
red. Obsessive-compulsive 
disorder can show up in the V 
nails through persistent f 
nail-biting or picking, Fox says. 

Even common disorders 
like thyroid disease can cause 
abnormities in the nail beds, pro- 
ducing dry, brittle nails that crack 
and split easily. 

He lists the following 10 examples 
of nail changes that could indicate a 
serious medical condition.

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Nightbirds take flight — 
Shakatak takes the Hua Hin 


Jazz Festival by storm 


HEN UK band Shakatak walked on to the beach- 

stage to perform at last month's Hua Hin Jazz 

Festival, the cheer that went up could have 

deafened an elephant. The view from the stage 
made for an amazing sight; hundreds of spectators crammed 
on to the sands, raising their drinks in unison to welcome the 
band and salute its 29 years of jazz-funk hits. 

"We've never played at anything quite like this before," 
said the band's veteran drummer Roger Odell earlier in the 
day. "The set up is something else. It's going to be a great 
atmosphere." 

As the band strutted to ifs places, confidence surging 
through its veins thanks to its pre-performance ritual of down- 
ing a shot of tequila, Roger no doubt heard the whoop that 
came from the crowd and realised he was wrong. It wasn't 
just a great atmosphere, it was electric 

Such a reception and the pressure to deliver would knock 
a lesser experienced band to its knees. But thanks to a lifetime 
of practice, and perhaps the sobering, sickly-sweet smell of 
dried squid that wafted from several nearby fishing boats, the 
band let loose with a fantastic rendition of its 1982 smash-hit 
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"Nightbirds," and then continued to hit the right notes all night. 
"We may have been together 29 years, but playing live is 

something that we all still love doing," said vocalist Jill Saward 

before the performance. "We still get a buzz when we're 

out there." 

Standing on the Hua Hin stage, clapping her hands 
above her head, and instructing the crowd to: "get up on 
your feet, and get down on the street," Jill's boundless 
enthusiasm offered an insight into why Shakatak continues to 
keep going: The band is simply packed full of energy. 

All night Roger hit the drums without once letting his 
cheeky smile slip from his face, Bill Sharpe wowed all with his 
superb keyboard playing, and Shakatak's bassist George 
Anderson clutched his instrument and channeled the band's 
jazz-funk sound into his body, adopting a slow deliberate walk 
that made him look like a "Jurassic Park" velociraptor stalking 
its prey. 

First formed in 1980 by Roger and Bill, Shakatak went 
through several early changes but has consisted of the same 
four band members, plus various touring session players, 
since 1982. 
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recent album, “Afterglow.” was release 
JVC record label in February this year 
During their time in Hua Hin the Shakatak members stayed 
at The Sofitel Centara Grand Resort and Villas. The BigChilli 
Hua Hin met the group at the hotel to find out more about the 
band's past, present and future. Here's what they had to say: 


How did Shakatak first form? 


Roger: Me and Bill had a band in the ‘70s called 'Tracks.' We 
used to do Sunday lunchtime gigs with Keith Winter, who was 
our original guitarist, and Trevor Horton, our bass player who 
went on to become a famous record producer. 

me time | was working in London with a band 
with Jill and we were doing recording sessions with different 
producers. One particular day, the record producer wanted 
to do a version of ‘Wade in the Water,’ the Ramsey Lewis tune 
but the piano player couldn't really do it. They asked if | knew 
a guy that could do it. | said I've got just the man. So Bill came 
down, and all three of us ended up doing sessions in London 
When producers asked us to write some original material 
Shakatak was born from there 

















You are huge in Japan, what's the secret of your success there? 


Bill: We became big in Japan thanks to Nightbirds. When we 
released that song in 1982 we were told that our instrumen 
melodies appealed to traditional Japanese sensibilities, but 
I'm not sure if that's true or not (laughs) 





You've been together almost 30 years. How do you keep your 
sound fresh? 


Jill: "We are always producing new albums so we're always 
fresh. Look at many other bands that are doing the '80s circuit 
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and they play the same old stuff. If you only play your hits, you 
lose interest. If you keep things fresh, you always attract interest. 


Roger: In the early days we were flogging around the UK 
doing 250 gigs a year which was ridiculous. But now when we 
get together and come out to beautiful places like this it's 
fantastic. It keeps us motivated, and in turn, that keeps our 
sound fresh 


Bill: We also all do our own solo projects so that always adds 
interesting elements to the mix. In fact, there are so many 
different elements, the next time we're in the recording studio 
ll probably come up with a reggae album (laughs) 





What are your plans for the future? 


Bill: it's great because at the moment our shows in Japan 
always sell out. As long as people keep coming fo see us, 
we'll keep cracking on. 


Jill: As well as performing in Shakatak, I'd also like to teach in 
Sardinia — it's not confirmed yet, but | want somewhere where 
people can come and jam, sing, and | can charge them an 
absolute fortune for doing it (laughs)

Celebrating 10 years 
of the Hua Hin Regatta 





The 10th Hua Hin Regatta will be held on the waters off Hua Hin beach from July 31 - August 2. 
With many coveted trophies up for grabs, competition is going to be fierce 





ROUND forty years ago His Majesty King Bhumibol 
Adulyadej built and sailed his own OK Dinghy (Royal 
Vega 1, number Th 18) across the Gulf of Thailand from 
Klaikungwon Palace, Hua Hin, to the Marine headquar- 
ters in Sattahip; a 17 hour voyage that covered 60 nautical miles. 

It was a journey that not only inspired the creation of 
the Royal Yacht Association of Thailand under the royal 
patronage of His Majesty the King (YRAT), but one that 
also gave birth to sailing competitions in Thailand. eum 

The most revered of these initial contests was the 
‘Sailing across the Thai Gulf’ competition, which 
was established in 1964 and saw sailors competing 
to win the honour of having their name inscribed 
on the rudder of the Royal Vega 1, which was gra- 
ciously donated by His Majesty the King as a prize. 

Fast forward to the year 2000, and that honour was then 
made available to the winner of the Royal Vega Rudder Race 
in the inaugural Hua Hin Regatta. 

Since that first competition, the Hua Hin Regatta has rapidly 
grown in popularity, and alongside the Royal Vega Rudder 
Race (which comprises boat types: Laser, 420, 470, Catamaran, 
and Farr Platu 25) now offers two more racing categories. 

The first of these is the ‘Thailand National Championship 2009," 
which is for Thai nationals only, and for boat categories Super 
Mod and OK Dinghy. The former are held in particular high regard 
in Thailand as they were designed by His Majesty the King. The 
winner of the Super Mod race receives the King's Cup; and the 
winner of the OK Dinghy class the Queen's cup. Testament to the 
growing popularity of the competition, in 2006 61 Super Mod 
racing boats competed for the King's cup; and last year, 80. 
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The second category is the 
‘Thailand Open Championship 
Race.' This race is for Optimist, 
Laser, 420, 470, Catamaran, and 
Farr Platu 25 types of boat. The 
winner receives the Princess 
Kanlaya Niwattana's Cup.

Over 300 boats are expected at 
Àj this year's regatta. 
Competitors from Singapore, 
Russia, Malaysia, Hong Kong, 
and France have already 
ti confirmed their attendance, and 
organisers expect representatives from 
many more countries to sign up before the end of the month. 
Most of the racing preparations during the regatta will 
take place on the beach in front of the Sofitel Centara Grand 
Resort and Villas, Hua Hin. Each day at 1pm the Royal Thai 
Navy will provide a boat to take spectators right into the heart 
of the action - a colourful spectacle not to be missed. 
The organizing authority of the regatta is the YRAT - working 
in conjunction with the Royal Thai Navy, Tourism Authority of 
Thailand, and District Authority of Hua Hin. 


For those who would like to know more about sailing, the Royal Thai Navy 
provides training courses for beginners every year in April and September.

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Tanarat military camp — adventurous 
activities for the whole family to enjoy 


Take a walk on the wild side at Thailand's biggest military 
camp where golfing, canoeing, rock climbing and 
paintballing are just some of the exciting activities on offer 






ack in 1959, Thailand's then Prime Minister Field Marshal 
Sarit Tanarat travelled to Thailand's northern regions 
and immediately fell in love with the countryside and 
forests. Determined to protect these areas of natural 
beauty, he hurried back to Bangkok and proposed an idea to 
create a national parks' system similar to that found in countries 
in the west. In 1961, he achieved his dream - Thailand's 
National Park Act was passed. 
But this wasn't his only environmentally friendly achievement. 
Take a trip 20km south of Hua Hin on the main Petchakasem 
Highway and you'll come across the Tanarat Military Camp. 
Established by Tanarat in 1960, the camp covers an area of 
over 50,000 Rai, and stretches from the highway to the Myanmar 
border. A stunning area of natural beauty, the camp boasts 
a mountainous landscape rich with vegetation. It is officially 
recognized as the largest military camp in Thailand, and one 
of its chief aims is to preserve the environment. 
Providing its own schools, banks, department stores, 
cinema, and even its own radio station, the camp is home 
to around 30,000 people. It's also an award-winning tourist 
destination, attracting over 100,000 visitors each year. 
It's not only the area's breathtaking scenery that pulls in the 
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visitors, but a long list of attractions that includes rock climbing, 
adventure walks, paintballing, gun shooting, swimming, tennis, 
football, and an 18 hole golf course (Tanarat Fort Golf Club). 

The biggest draw for foreign visitors is the golf course. With 
one year membership costing only 8,000 baht, and green 
fees a mere 100 baht, it's a much cheaper option than many 
other golf courses in the region (non-members can arrive on 
the day and pay only 600 baht). 

Granted the course doesn't other the same high 
standards set by Hua Hin's big name golf clubs, it still provides 
a decent challenge and is perfect for anyone looking to 
improve their game. 

The land has hardly been altered within the camp so 
Tanarat Fort offers a natural golfing experience. The first hole, 
a challenging Par 4, is a good introduction to the course's 
style of play; and soon stumps any golfer who tees off thinking 
the course looks easy. 

The signature seventh hole proves to be nice and tricky 
too; a Par five with the green located on an island. 

Other facilities at the golf club include a large driving 
range and putting practice area. Both foreign and Thai 
visitors can also arrange to learn some new skills with one of 
the club's on-site instructors. Buggy hire is available. 

Located near the golf course is the Military Museum of 
Army Infantry, which charts the history of the camp and its 
achievements. Next to the museum is the Sarit Tanarat 
Memorial. Both can be visited for 10 baht each. 

Adventurous types can arrange to travel further into the 
camp to experience the natural beauty of Ta Sadej. Located 
on the banks of the Pranburi river, this scenic area is teeming 
with ancient plant life and offers plenty for nature buffs to 
get excited about. You can view wildlife from the Khao Noi 
observation area, enjoy canoeing along the river, ride 
bicycles on several trails, and even test your skills in special 
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adventure walks arranged by the camp (for the latter option 
you must be in a group of ten or more people). 

Arranging team-building activities for large groups is 
something that Tanarat Military Camp excels at. Every year the 
camp plays host to schools, colleges, and companies who arrive 
at the camp to tackle obstacle courses, rock climbing, a 34 ft 
jumping tower, leadership training courses and much more. As 
well as one day excursions, the visitors can choose to sleep in 
tents at the camp and enjoy the activities over several days. 

Most of these team building activities are usually aimed 
toward the Thai market, but Tanarat Military Camp is more 
than happy to offer its facilities to foreign groups who would 


$ like to arrange their own activities. 


If all the physical activity wears you out, you can always 





take a trip to Tanarat Military Camp's own hospital. Alongside 
qualified doctors and nurses, this fully operational hospital 
employs practitioners of Chinese medicine and acupuncture, 
and expert massage therapists. While you're sat having aches 
and pains massaged away you may even wonder if there is 
anything Tanarat Military Camp doesn't do. 

Well, one thing it doesn't have is a big sign outside the 
camp written in English. But this is no major issue as the 
entrance to the camp, complete with guards stood in military 
uniform, is hard to miss. Upon arrival one of the guards will 
greet you, check your ID, and then you are free to drive into 
the camp. 

Located not too far from the main 
entrance and on the right hand side 
is the car park for the Tanarat Fort 
Golf Club. Here you will find a tourist 
information office where you can 
learn more about the camp and its 
activities.

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He also looks to China for inspiration, 
and creates non-fried spring rolls that 
are loaded with basil and salmon, and 
packed full of flavour. 

The meat selections at The Rez will 
satisfy the most ravenous of carnivores. 
Not to be missed are the marinated 
spare ribs, whose meat literally melts 
in the mouth. Add a piping-hot jacket 
potato, fresh salad, and a cold glass of 
beer to the mix, and you've got yourself 
a delicious, hearty meal.

When acetobacter 
strikes — the headache 
inducing microbe 


that poses the < 


threat of them all 


Kathrin Puff, winemaker at Siam Winery, reveals more about the wine world’s worst 
enemy an d how its formation can be prevented 








HEN considering all that can 
go wrong in the winemaking 
process it is no surprise that 
wine makers are constantly 
worried about their product. Every 
winemaker wants to produce an 
excellent wine, and each suffers terribly 
when something goes wrong during the 
process. Over the past couple of months 
| have discussed several factors which 
can cause winemakers headaches, 
but this month | would like to explore 
the biggest nightmare of them all - 
ACETOBACTER. 

Acetobacter is a microbe which 
causes wine to turn to vinegar. And 
while fans of salads may appreciate 
the resulting liquid in combination with 
some olive oil, the introduction of this 
microbe signals doomsday for the 
winemaker - the wine is spoilt, ruined, 
gone; undrinkable. And worst of all: 
Acetobacter can spread through the 
whole wine cellar. 

A closer look at this little wine enemy 
and the reasons for its introduction 
become clear. 

Oxygen plays a key role in 
Acetobacter's metabolism. The 
presence of oxygen can result in 
ethanol (alcohol) being oxidized to 
become ethanal (Acetaldehyde 
-= flavours such as cut apple). This is 
the first step toward the production of 
acetic acid, which in turn promotes the 
growth of Acetobacter. 

As previously mentioned, 
Acetobacter can affect a wine if the 
microbe is already present in other 
barrels in the wine cellar and infected 
equipment is being used throughout. 
However, Acetobacter will only continue 
to form under the following conditions: 
* The wine tank is not full, which means 
a large surface area of wine is in 
contact with the air. 

* The wine was enriched with oxygen 
during racking, and then moved to a 
tank that has not been topped up. 

* The surface of the wine in the tank 
remains undisturbed for a long time. 
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All of these points favor a rapid growth 
of Acetobacter and a fast spoilage of 
the wine. Therefore, keeping all tanks full 
without exception is the number one rule 


in winemaking. 


* The pH of the wine is high, free SO2 is 
low, alcohol is low, and temperature is 
favorably high. 

* Some wine remains in hoses or pumps 
after work. 

* Wine residuals remain on the cellar 
floor after work. 

All of these points favor a rapid 
growth of Acetobacter and a fast 
spoilage of the wine. Therefore, keeping 
all tanks full without exception is the 
number one rule in winemaking. 

In case of infection, only sterile 
filtration will help a winemaker out of the 
dilemma, but this does not decrease 
the "volatile acidity" already present in 
the wine. There is an imposed limit for 
volatile acidity in wine, and exceeding 
the limit means that the wine is spoilt 
by law - hence the big headache for 
winemakers. 

And there's another headache 
that comes from wines with too much 
acetaldehyde, and this one lies with the 
drinker. 

Acetaldehyde is the root of the 
famous hangover the morning after too 
much booze. Our liver oxidizes all alcohol, 
which means it turns ethanol to ethanal. 
This means more you drink, the higher the 
concentration of acetaldehyde and the 
bigger the headache. 

If acetaldehyde wasn't kept to a 
minimum in a wine, your pain the next 
moming after drinking it would be doubled!

Demystifying Usutruct 


sufruct is a legal property right 
which is rich in history. Pronounced 
yu-ze-frukt, it is another civil law 
concept which may be quite 
foreign to those more accustomed 
to common legal systems. The term 
comes from the Latin phrase usus et 
fructus which is literally translated into 
‘use and enjoyment’. Like most civil law 
concepts, the term derives from ancient 
Roman law. In most of today's civil law 
environment, it is defined as the legal 
right to use and derive profit or benefit 
from property belonging to another 
person. Thailand has adopted this same 
principle in its Civil and Commercial 
Code where it is codified in section 
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1417. Here it states that “an immovable 
property may be subjected to a usufruct 
by virtue of which the usufructuary is 
entitled to the possession, use and enjoy- 
ment of the property.” It goes further to 
clarify that “the usufruct of a forest, mine 
or quarry entitles the usufructuary to the 
exploitation of the forest, mine or quarry.” 
However, chances are you have no 
intention on mining iron ore or starting 
a pineapple plantation on the property 
of your dreams. You just want a holiday 
home to maybe retire in or some place 
you can buy and let. From the legal 
definition found in the Civil and 
Commercial Code, it is probably safe 
to say that the right of usufruct had its

foundation in agrarian traditions. 
Indeed, the term usufruct is used widely 
when defining land laws for tribal cultures 
where communal land ownership is 
common. Individuals had a right to farm 
on the plots assigned to them but they 
do not own it in person. The term fruits 
have traditionally referred to replenish- 
able commodities on the property such 
as, for example, fruits, vegetables and 
livestock. However, over the centuries, 
usufruct has evolved to include 
prevailing concepts of ‘fruits’ such as 
rental payments accrued from the 
property. This, in effect, means it does 
have a practical application today for 
home buyers. 
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What it means for foreign property buyers? 


Legal ramblings aside, all this comes 
down to the simple notion that there 
are more options available to foreign 
property purchasers in Thailand. It is 
another tool in the arsenal of civil codes 
available for home buyers. Usufruct 
works in many ways like a lease. It is a 
legal property right and is registered at 
the local Land Office to offer the 
usufructuary the enjoyment to the 
property. A usufruct can be registered 
for the life of the usufructuary or for a 
maximum of thirty years. During the period 
of the usufruct, the owner cannot sell or 
transfer the property to other third parties. 
Another benefit is that it would allow you 
to apply for a House Registration 
Certificate providing you with greater 
security on the property. This also means 
that you can safely rent out the property 
and receive a rental income from it. As 
a usufructuary, you may also lease the 
property to other parties and obtain 
profits from this. However, when the 
usufruct is terminated, the property must 
be returned to the owner. 


Can usufructs be transferred? 


Under section 1422 of the Civil and 
Commercial Code, you as the 
usufructuary have the legal authority 
to transfer your right of the usufruct to 
third parties of your choice. However, 
it should be noted that the right to a 
usufruct terminates upon the usufruc- 
tuary's demise so it cannot be passed 
on to your heirs. This makes it a slightly 
less favorable option when compared 
to other property rights in Thailand such 
as leases and superficies where a well 
drafted contract may permit such 
succession rights. 

However, there may be a way 
around this hurdle. As usufructuaries 
are allowed to lease the property to 
other parties, technically they may be 
able to provide their heirs with a further 
thirty year lease after the termination 
of the usufruct. Courts in Thailand have 
interpreted that a lease on a property 
granted by a usufructuary survives the 
usufruct itself. This is a rather complex 
method of succession planning but it 
can be effective if done correctly. 
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Usufruct vs. Common Law 


A usufruct is very much like servitude in 
common law. This is also largely 
because the concept of servitude 
derived from Roman law as well. Indeed 
it possesses many inherent qualities of 

a usufruct. For example, an easement, 
which is form of servitude, allows the 
holder to enter the land of another 

and take some natural produce from 
the land such as mineral deposits, fish 

or game, timber, crops or pasture. Its 
cousin, the profit à prendre, is also similar 
in that they both can be assigned and 
dealt with as a valuable interest according 
to the common law rules of property. 
The difference, however, is that servitude 
is an incorporeal heriditament which 
means it can be passed on to your heirs 
whereas a usufruct terminates upon 

the death of the parties involved. In this 
situation, a usufruct then shares greater 
similarity to a life estate, which is still in 
use in some jurisdictions in the US, 
however, it has been replaced by the 
law of trusts in the UK. A life estate is 
where the ownership of the land is given 


it should be noted that the right to a usufruct 
terminates upon the usufructuary's demise so it cannot 
be passed on to your heirs. 
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for the duration a person's life. The 
owner of a life estate cannot be left to 
heirs and nor can it be inherited. 


How to avoid any problems 


When you are thinking about procuring 
a usufruct on a property in Thailand 
there are a few things to keep in mind. 
As a usufructuary, you have an obliga- 
tion to maintain the property in proper 
maintenance including any petty 
repairs. This also includes payments for 
any taxes and duties as well as any in- 
terest owing upon it so be sure to check 
there is no outstanding mortgage on the 
property unless this is part of the deal. 
Also, you are not permitted to make 
any major alterations on the property. 
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You are responsible for any destruction 
or significant depreciation in value of 
the property unless you can prove that 
it is not your fault or the depreciation is 
caused by reasonable use. Due to this 
it is prudent to list the items included 
in the usufruct in an inventory to avoid 
any misunderstanding in the future. This 
should also be registered along with the 
usufruct at the Land Office 

Another important factor to consider 
when talking about usufruct is insurance 
The owner has the right to compel you 
to obtain insurance on the property and 
if insurance already exist, you are duty 
bound to maintain the insurance. This is 
also for good reason. The destruction of 
the property caused by fire or any other 
accidents will mean that the usufruct 





terminates and reverts back to the 


owner unless ‘compensation’ 

is paid for its restoration. It is in the 
usufructuary's interest to have good 
and proper insurance on the property 
to fully cover the cost of restoring the 
property into its original condition. 


Conclusion 


Usufruct provides us with a significant 
means of securing our property interest 
in Thailand. Care, however, should be 
taken to understand the implication 
such a right offers. Despite its value, it is 
important to understand its limitations 
and take steps to avoid any problems in 
the future

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Casadaeng Garden Apartments — 
luxury living at Khao Takiab beach 


Architect Stefan Schlau reveals more about this exciting residential project 
and how it stands apart from its competitors 


WO years ago, German architect 

Stefan Schlau stood in the back 

garden of his house near the 

beach in Khao Takiab, Hua Hin, 
admiring the large trees in a neighbouring 
plot of land. Looking between the 
branches at a clear blue sky he was 
suddenly hit by a feeling of anxiety; 
what if a developer buys the land, 
chops down the trees, and builds a 
condominium that blocks out the sun, 
forever casting a dark shadow over his 
house? 

“At that moment I realised | had to 
do something," explains Stefan, owner 
of Bangkok based architectural firm 
Atrium Design. "The land is near the 
beach, so | was afraid a big developer 
would eventually see its potential, and 
ruin the area by creating a sixteen-storey 
building. | could not let this happen." 

And so the Casadaeng Garden 
Apartment project was born - a low-rise 
residential development which, once 
fully completed, will boast 15 large luxury 
apartments set around a beautifully 
landscaped central garden - including 
the original trees that inspired the idea. 

The project is being developed in 
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conjunction with fellow long-term 
expatriates who all shared the same 
sentiments: build a property that 
preserves the environment by offering 
quality over quantity. 

"Most developers create a large 
number of small apartments over many 
floors," says Stefan. "This way they 
maximize their profits. But this is not 
the case at Casadaeng. We are creating 
spacious private residencies with only 
one apartment occupying each floor. 

"Not only does this have low impact 
on the environment, but it also offers a 
bigger, and much better living experience 
than what is offered by large-scale 
developments." 

The first phase, which will open in 
February 2010, includes six large 
apartments split between two low-rise 
buildings. The second phase is larger, 
but will consist of two three-storey private 
houses, two double-height studio 
apartments, and a further six large 
apartments similar to those in the first 
phase. The project is located just behind 
Anantasila Villa Resort Hotel and a short 
walk from Khao Takiab beach. 

Building to a maximum height of 15 


metres only, Casadaeng offers spacious 
living in luxury apartments with ceiling 
heights of just over three metres. All 
bathrooms are finished with top-quality 
marble/ceramic tiles and American 
Standard sanitary fittings. Built-in kitchens 
are finished with granite counter-tops, 
and equipped with electric ovens, 
microwaves, ceramic hobs and extract 
hoods. 

Being developed to a concept of 
‘outdoor living,’ each apartment also 
boasts its own large outdoor private 
terrace. Perfect for parties and gatherings, 
this outdoor space is the same size as 
the spacious living rooms, and designed 
to be protected from both the sun and 
rain. 

Other highlights at Casadaeng are 
its communal facilities, including a 25 
metre swimming pool, jacuzzi, and sala 
with BBQ. A secure car park located at 
the project's entrance has space for up 
to 21 cars. 

As well as its low height, Casadaeng 
also limits its impact on the environment 
thanks to its adherence to 'green building" 
guidelines set by LEED (Leadership in 
Energy and Environmental Design).

Stefan is one of only two architects 
in Thailand to be registered with LEED, 
and he has a long track record for 
producing environmentally-friendly 
designs which incorporate the latest 
green technology. 

"Around thirty years ago | created a 
solar housing project in Germany which 
was chosen by the government as a 
major test project monitored and 
managed by the Fraunhofer Foundation," 
explains Stefan. "In 2006, | designed 
a zero-energy house in Hua Hin, and I 
recently collaborated on a prototype 
design for a renewable energy farm." 

Even though Stefan can't win 
awards in Thailand for creating 
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eco-friendly buildings, in developing 
Casadaeng he has ensured the 
guidelines set by LEED have been 
followed as much as possible. 

“In most houses and apartments 
in Thailand, you could probably fry an 
egg on the inside of the wall, it gets that 
hot," says Stefan. "But Casadaeng's 
natural ventilation, thick insulated cavity 
walls, and careful orientation of windows 
(away from the hot afternoon sun) 


mean air-conditioning will not really be 
needed." 

This is not only good news for the 
environment, but also for potential 
buyers who will benefit from cheaper 
monthly electric bills. 

Other cost-cutting and eco-friendly 
elements include solar water heaters, 
LED lighting, and a huge underground 
water storage tank. The tank will collect 
enough rainfall during Thailand's wet 
season to be used throughout the 
dry months for the main building, 
chemical-free oxygen pool, and the 
property's extensive gardens. 

Casadaeng's luxury low-rise living 
has already captured the attention of 
tourists looking to secure the perfect 
holiday home, and three of phase one's 
six units have already been sold. 

It may have started with a simple 
look at a tree, but Casadaeng has 
blossomed to become one of Hua Hin's 
most exciting property developments. 
With its modern design, huge living 
spaces, and location just a short walk 
from Khao Takiab beach, Casadaeng 
offers luxury living at its finest.
